Students! High Executive Comittes 


Tha scheduled reopening of all. Egyptian schools on 12 October was postponed 
until 9 November when the newly reformed Students' High Executive Comittesa 
successfully organised a boycott of all classes on the appointed day. 


The Studeits' High Exseutive Committes, which was dissolved at the end of the 
19k6 acadenic school year, was reformed and reorganized, thanks to the enterprise 
of the Wafd and allied oppositicn elements, When Nahhas Pasha returned to Cairo 
oa 1 October, he urged the governing bodies of the students and the workers te 
unite and resume their protests. A branch of the Students’ High Executive 
Comalttes was created expressly for coordinating the boycotting of the British. 
fits functiona are to induce the Egyptian public to boycott everything pertaining 
to the British, including British goods, shops, and personnel; it will also invite 
the Egyptians to refuse British trade in Egyptian shops and restaurants, and 
forbid thea from entering trams, busses, and trains.

Phe Kutiah and Misr al-Fateh were the first to Join in this movement. Under 
the direction of Hafiz Shihah, chief editor of the Wafdist Sawt al-—Uam, 
other political elements gradually brought theiz contribution to the” 
Gommittas. Mustafa Mumeyn was delegated by tha Ikhwan.as ite representative. 
Group meatings of the Comalttee took plece in October, deciding on an 
independent program of activities, including the attainment of nabional 
aspirations, and recommending reforms in the Ministry of Education policies 
with respect to destitute students who are required to pay school feas. 


Today the Students! High Executiva Committee has completed its formation 
with representatives from the Wafd, Kutleh, Misr al-Fatelry Ikhwan, National 
Party, Gabhat Misr, Shubban al-Muslimin, Rebitat Masriyah, and the Sudenase. 
Bach is represented by two students, except the Wafd and Misr al~Fatah, 
which have three delegates. It was decided to exclude the labor groups, 
confining the Committees to students only. 
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5, The initial activities of the Counittee included an attanpt . 
to stage a demonstration on the occasion of Tamalid Sidqi's 
visit to Tanta on 9 October. Ali al-Zir prepared to follow 
the Prime Minieter to the provincial tow with his men, but 
they were detained by the police in Cairo. 4 few who reached 
Tanta wore arrested there. Later attempts by the Committee 
to start disturbances were equally unsuccessful.

. In an effort to chect its declining influcnce, the Wafd 
is desperately attewpting to ally itself with every opposition 
slosent to cause difficulties for the governient. This policy 
has found fertile mround for exploitation at Faruq I University 
where provocations by leftist cleucnts have repeatedly oecurred. 
frig institution was officielly reopened for the resumption of 
studies of 1 Seotember 196, but soon Vafdist intrigues, 
coxbined with leftist agitation, disrupted the classes. 


7. The conduct of ir. Add-al-Nutti al-Kheyyal, leftist~inclined 
former Dean of the Faculty of Law at Forug I University, had been. 
under scrutiny. Al-Knayyal was finally deprived of his: post 
because of his activities and was denoted to the position of a sinple 
teacher at the Faqulty. This incident provided the first excuse for 
creating disturbances. A student front was organized In support 
of al-Khayyal ih bis bid to regain his forner poste In the process, 
reourring distiixbances took place throughout Septerber, necessitating 
the intermittent suspension of the classes and the arrest of several 
students. 


8. Tho Winister of Aducation, Hasan al-Ashnavi. Pasha, in vain tried 
to veestablish order, finally removing al-Khayyal to a Cairo university. 
Thereupon, the students sent threatening letters to al~Ashmawi. Almad 
Iubfi Sid, Mugrashi, and Sidqi, requesting the replacenent of thelr 
Dean, and warning dilso that, if the negobiations were not disrupted 
at onee, the Absad ‘Valixr assassination would be repeated many tines. 
More students were arrestcd and special precautions vere taken.

>, When pr. Mustafa sleSdéid, the new Dean reploelag al-Khayyal, 
assumed his cuties, the students requested him to leave the Facalty 
and resign his post in favor of Dr. aleKhoyyal, Al-Gdid fearfully 
aceadse to their desands. After he left, a notice was vosted on bhe 
door of the Ucan's office advising that "this door will reuzain Locked 
until cur beloved aleKhayyal returns." 


10. Al*Ashmatd sumioned al-Khayyal and induced him to exhort the students 
to resume their wor's with the new Dean. This further infuriated the 
students who expanded their activities under the direction of the 
Stacents' High Executive Comittee, br printing and districuting three 
pamphlets attackiaz the soversient aad tie Sritish, which prompted a 
British protest. The classes were definitely suspended until further notice. 
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lL. After abortive attexpts to ercate disorders in August and 
September of 19146, demonstrations took place by agitating 
Wafdist Young “en and their symathigzers on 5 October 196 
when théy circuluted in Cairo streets shouting "Kill Sidqi, 
the murderers punish Wuqrashi and Vaykel, who are selling 
us to the British." ; 


12. On 10 October the Vafd helped to organise a strike of transvort 
workers who are controlled by a Connunist-inspired labor syndicate. 
On the appointed day Cairo trans and busses stopped their scheduled 
runs, paralyzing all movement in the city. The army was mobilised 
to maintain order. The leaders of the strike movenent were summoned 
to Cairo City Police Headquarters for presentation of their grievances. 
They net Miralai Ahmad Hamdi Bey and the Governor, Muhavaad al-Sdid 
Tbrahim Pasha, who placed then all under arrest.
